The company's suit 
charged the DA's office is us- 
ing inaccurate records in its 
collection attempt. 

United's attorney, Anthony 
C. D'Antonio, yesterday 
moved for dismissal of the 
blanket petition. Judge Frank 
J. Shea then dismissed the 
suit without opposition from 
Assistant DA James L. A!- 
cock.

Judge Braniff ' on Tuesday 
recalled the writs seeking 
bond forfeitures in two United
